NO EXTRA SESSION 
ON SENATORSHIP 
OR ON INSURANCE 


Gov. Major Decides It Is Unnec- 
essary to Enact Law for Nomi- 
nating Senators. 


Specia! to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON .CITY, April 14—There 


will be no extra session of the Legis- 
lature to enact a primary law for the 
nomination of United States Senators 
or to enact any sort of insurance legis- 
lation. Gov. Major says the State pri- 
mary law will be applicable to United 


States Senators now that they are elec- 
tive officers. 

On receipt of a communication from 
Ww. J. Bryan, Secretary of State, he di- 
rected Secretary of State Roach to 
forward to the State Department, im- 
mediately, the official resolution ratify- 
ing the Federal amendment for the di- 
rect election of United States Senators. 

Discussing the subject, the Governor 
said: “I have had but very little time 
to consider the question in reference 
to the amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution now requiring the United 
States Senators to be elected by the 
people. I am of the opinion, how- 
ever, that the present State primary 
law is ample and sufficient to cover the 
situation, and that the party nomina- 
tions for United States Senators must 
be made at the State primary in Au- 
gust. The State primary law, section 
63 R. S&S. arepedass: 1909, provides as 
follows: 

“ ‘Hereafter all candidates for elective 
offices shall be nominated by the pri- 
mary election held in accordance with 
this article, ete.’ 

‘As the United States Senators are 
now to be elected by the people, they 
belong to the class known as ‘elective 
offices,’ consequently the present law is 
ample to meet the situation. 

“Any law must be general, and not 
only meet the conditions at the time 
of its enactment, but also conditions 
which might thereafter arise in refer- 
ence to the subject matter. Therefore, 
there is no occasion for any extra leg- 
islation upon the subject. The present 
law is ample.”’

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RAGING DOG TEAM 
GUVERS 412 MILES 
IN TORS. 18 MIN, 


Last 140 Miles Is Made by the 
Winners Without Stopping | 
for Rest. 


NOME, Alaska, April 14-—The 412 
All-Alaska Sweepstakes dog race over 
the snow from Nome to Candle and re- 
turn, which ended yesterday in victory 
for Fay Delezene, driving his own 
team, was one of the most exciting ever 
run in the North. 

The trace began Thursday morning at 
9 o’clock and ended when  Delezene 
crossed the line at 12:18 yesterday after- 
noon in the fast time of 75 hours and 
18 minutes. Delezene, who had trailed 
John Johnson all the way until the last 
few hours, was widly welcomed when 
he drove into Nome, with all his racers 
on their feet. Two thousand persons, 
virtually the entire winter population 
of Nome had. assembled on the snow 
to see the finish. 

All of Delezene’s dogs were in excei- 
lent condition and showed little effect 
of the long drive. The last 140 miles 
of the course had been made without 
stop for rest. 

Johnson, unlike the victorious driver, 
was worn out when he crossed the line 
and won second money. His dogs were 
in good condition, two of them being 
carried on the sled. Johnson also drove 
the last 140 miles without stopping. 

A. A. “Scotty” Allan, who won last 
year’s race in 87 hours and 32 minutes 
and the 1911 race in 81 hours and # 
minutes came in with his dogs in good 
shape. Allan was the favorite in the 
betting, but traveled third most of the 
way. 

Tommy Illayok, a native driver,. who 
Was fourth did not finish, having fal- 
zen behind. 

The purse of $5000 was divided 6 per 
cent to the winner, 26 per cent to second 
and 15 per cent to third place.

5,000 BLOCK STRi 
JMPRESSIVEMORGAN FUNERAL 


Five Thousand Red Roses Cover Coftin—Floral 
Tributes From Kaiser, French and 
Italian Governments. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 14.—Funeral serv- 
ices for J. Pierpont Morgan were heid 
at 10 o’clock this morning in St 
George’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
where he had worshiped for half a 
century. Afterward a special train 
conveyed the funeral party to Hart- 
ford, Conn., for final services at the 
Morgan mausoleum in Cedar Hill Cem- 
etery. 

Blanketed by a covering of 5000 red 
roses, Morgan’s favorite flower, the cof- 
fin left the Morgan library, where the 
body had lain in state since Friday 
night, shortly before 10 o’clock for the 
church. A vested choir of 20 voices 
preceded the funeral party into St. 
George’s. Behind the choir came the 
clergy, then the pallbearers and the 
coffin. 

Fifteen Hundred in Church. 

Fifteen hundred persons, one of the 
most notable gatherings New York has 
seen for many years, were crowded 
into the church. Admission was by 
card only. So great had been the de- 
mand for tickets that many hundreds 
could not be accommodated. Not half 
of the congregation of St. George’s ob- 
tained admission. 

A crowd that the police estimated at 
2,000 persons choked the thoroughfares 
leading to the church. Across Second 
avenue, in Stuyvesant Square, directly 
epposite the entrance to the church, 
5000 more had been waiting for hours. 
A hundred policemen kept back the 
throngs. So great was the crush when 
the bells began tolling as the funeral 
party left the Morgan home, that for 
several blocks in each direction the po- 
lice stopped all vehicle traffic. The 
crowd stood patiently during the long 
services and disbanded without incident 
at the close. 

The services were conducted by the 
Rev. Dr. Karl Reiland, rector of St. 
George's; the Right Rev. William Law- 
rence, Bishop of the diocese of Boston: 
the Right Rev. Chauncey B. Brewster, 
Bishop of the diocese of Connecticut and 
the Right Rev. David H. Greer, Bishop 
of the diocese of New York. These 
were the clergymen chosen by Morgan 
in his written instructions made some 
time before his death.

selected chiefly from the cluster of 
men closely identified with Mr. Morgan 
in his career.

Condition Remains Station- 
ary in Afternoon and Fail- 
ure of Temperature to Rise 
Proves Absence of Pneu- 


monia and Is Taken to In- 
dicate Recovery. 


- BULLETINS FROM THE 
_ SICK ROOM CENSORED 


Sleep in the Middle of Day 
_ Practically Undisturbed by 
Coughing—Patient Takes 
Little Notice of Those 
About Him.

ROME, April 14.—Pope Pius X is de- 
Clared today by his attending physi- 
cians to be improved, following a night 
which proved restful. It was asserted 
that his symptoms were reassuring and 
it was intimated that the danger of 


tracheal“bronchitis developing into 
pneumonia, which was a _ source of 
grave fear Sunday, was passing. 

At 5:40 p. m, it was stated that the 
condition of the Pope had remained 
stationary during the afternoon, His 
temperature had not risen which was 
considered a certain proof that there was 
no trace of pneumonia, and also of the 
certainty of the Pope’s recovery unless 
there are complications. 

The physicians were somewhat con- 
cerned about his increasink weakness. 
His heart, however, showed no symp- 
toms of valvular lesion this morning. 


Remains Silent and Passive, 
The Pontiff took little notice of those 


around him. For the most part he re- 
mained silent and passive 

In the middle of the day the Pope had 
a short sleep almost uninterrupted by 
coughing. His temperature was slightly 
above 98 degress: his pulse % and his 
-respiration 26. 

Dr. Amici visited the Pope twice after 
the departure of Professor Marchiafava, 
this morning. According to an under- 
standing between the two physicians, 
Professor Marchiafava was not doalled 
again, as Dr. Amici considered’ the 
Pope’s condition etationary. Professor 
Marchiafava is to see the Pope again 
tonight. 

Fever Disappearance Favorable. 

The Pope’s temperature decreased at 
1 o’clock today to 98 degrees. The dis- 
appearance of fever is interpreted as a 
sign that there is no more fear of pneu- 
monia. Prof. Marchifava, on leaving 
tthe’ Pope's apartment after examining 
him, said: 

“I now trust that the Pope’s iliness 
will have a favorable solution, if it is 
possible to induce the patient to take 
proper care of himaelf.”’ 

The improvement is considered most 
encouraging. Last night was the sev- 
enth since the first relapse suffered by 
», the Fope and the gravest anxiety had 

~been caused by his increasing weak- 
ness and malnutrition. 

It now appears that the access of 
coughing suffered by the Pope last 
night greatly relieved the Pontiff an4 
enabled him to obtain a long and rest- 
ful sleep. 

Rome had been thrown into depres- 
sion at the announcement of this at- 
tack and many thought the Pope had 
reached the last extremity, until Car- 
dinal Merry del Val reassured them. 

' During the night the Pope’s tempera- 
ture gradually decreased until it wen: 
down to 98 degrees. 

Heart Closely Examined. 

Prof. Ettore Marchiafava again sub- 
mitted the Pontiff to a long and minute 
examination today. He gave special at- 
tention to the condition of the heart 
and the aorta. He was satisfied that 
the bronchial inflammation on the lett 
side had not increased. 

The doctors are exercising all their 
authority to prevent their patient from 
talking, but the Pope rather resents 
the prohibition saying it is the only 
comfort left him. 

In order to meet the crisis, which 1s 
expected soon, physicians have been 
regularly administering heart stimulant: 
have increased the pulsation, but re- 
duced the body heat. The Pope has 
been nourished with the yolks of eggs 
and milk, to which has been added «a 
little wine. 

Prof. Marchiafava in an interview de- 
clared the disease was merely follow- 
ing its course, and the Pontiff was fac 
ing conditions with the greatest seren- 
ity. Asked whether the Pope would 
Survive the present attack, Dr. Mar- 
chiafava replied: 

“T believe that he will recover.” 

Ordinary tourists are still allowed to 
Visit some of the galleries of the Vati- 
ean. Carriages drive up frequently con- 
veying Cardinals, Ambassadors and 
High Prelates to inquire about the 
Pope's condition and to read the latest 
bulletins, and if possible to catch a 
word with one of the doctors. 

Inside the Vatican all is tranquil and 
businees is being transacted as usual.* 
This shows a marked contrast to the 
time when Leo XIII was on his sick 
bed. Then everything was at a stand- 
still and great confusion existed, ar- 
rangements for the conclave of Cardi- 
nals being pushed forward, even before 
his death. 

Confidence in Recovery. 

It is said in Rome that if any con- 
clusion ig to be drawn from the pres- 
ent quietness, it must be that those 
around the Pope do not expect him to 
die. 

The sisters of Pope Pius have re- 
gained their calm which was shaken 
by their brother’s sudden relapse. 

‘ The persistent cold weather augments 
the diffieulty of treating the Pope sat- 
istacterily.

The 
Pope showed the greatest interest in 
the messages and told the Papal Secre- 
tary of State, Cardinal Merry del Val, 
to keep them all so that he could read 
and answer them all when his condi- 
tion improved. 

The messages included inquiries frum: 
Emperor William of Germany and Em- 
peror Francis Joseph of Austria-Hun- 
gary and the Kings of Spain and Sax- 
ony. 

In the bulletins issued, the Pope's 
condition has been set forth as hope- 
ful, but it has been learned that the 
bulletins as prepared by the attending 
physicians have come under the cen- 
sorship of the Papal Seoretary of 
State. The explanation is now given 
that Doctors Marchiafava and Amici 
embody in their bulletins all the de- 
tails with reference to the pulse and 
respiration, in addition to other patho- 
logical conditions. These bulletins are 
submitted to Cardinal Merry del Val, 
and when they reach the public they 
lack what the Papal Secretary con- 
siders unnecessary and undesirable for 
publicity. 

Text of the Bulletins. 

Saturday, 9 p. m—On April 7, 
the Pope fell ill with a relapse of 
influenza, with symptoms of tracheal 
bronchitis. The fever subsided three 
days ago, but returned today with 
an aggravation of the  catarrhal 
symptoms in the thorax. 

There are no symptoms to cause 
alarm. MARCHIAFAVA.

Rogers V. Scudder, vice-president of 
the Wesco Supply Co., 
firm, killed himself with a revolver at 
his Kirkwood home, while Sunday din- 


ner was being placed on the table. 

Mrs. Scudder, who before her marriage 
two years ago was Miss Margaret Mc- 
Pheeters Price, and who was one of the 
series of Public Library brides, was in 
the house at the time. She helped to 
carry her husband’s unconscious form 
from the bathroom, where he had shot 
himself at 12:30 p. m., to his own room, 
where he died at 4. His sister, Mary 
Scudder; also was at the house. 

Scudder was married 18 years ago to 
Marte Lucas, daughter of Robert Lucas. 
Several years ago, after a protracted 
separation, he obtained a divorce, and 
she then married William D. Boyce. 
Mrs. Boyce died just a few days be- 
fore Scudder’s second marriage. 

A daughter by Scudder’s first mar- 
riage, Dorothy Scudder, 15 years old, is 
attending the Sacred Heart Convent. An 
infant son, by his second marriage, also 
survives Scudder, who was 44 years 
old. Scudder was a son of the late 
Charles Scudder, former City Treasurer. 

Long continued attention to business, 
Scudder’s friends say, had affected his 
health, and he had been advised to take 
a vacation. -He lived until a year ago 
at the Westmoreland Hotel, in St. Louis, 
and then removed to Kirkwood to get 
the benefit .of country life. 

Shortly before dinner time Sunday, 
Scudder made preparations to shave and 
laid out his razor, brush. and soap on 
the bathroom window. He told his wife 
and sister to go downstairs, saying he 
would follow in a few minutes. 

No Explanation of Act Found. 

Twenty minutes later Miss Scudder 
went to ‘the bathroom and found her 
brother in a chair, with a wound in his 
right temple. A small revolver lay on 

he floor. She called Mrs. Scudder and 
a maid, and a physician was summoned. 
The wounded man did not regain con- 
sciousness. 

So far as was made known, he left no 
note or other explanation. 

F. D. Phillips, sales manager of the 
Wesco Supply Co., told a Post-Dis- 
‘patch reporter he did not believe Scud- 
der had planned in advance to kill 
Hhimepelf. He was to go to New York 
«On business Sunday night, Phillips 
gaiG, and he had invited his sister and 
others to the house for Sunday after- 
noon. 

Scudder’s financial affairs and those 
of the company, Phillips said, were 
in excellent condition, and there was 
no occasion for worry about business 
| matters. But, he added, this succesz 

as due in large part to the unstinted 
way in which Scudder devoted himself 
to the business which he had organized 
and built up. He had not taken a 
vacation for several years, and Phil- 
lips said he and others had lately urged 
him to take a prolonged rest, as they 
saw that his health had been some- 
what affected.

MISS YOAKUM 
DENIES STORY Ot 
PICKING HUSBAND 


Declares Remarkable Tale of 
What She Required Is Absurd 
and Criminal.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 14.—Miss 


Bessie Yoakum, daughter of B. F. Yoa- 
kum, Southwestern railroad magnate, 
denied today, in its entirety, a story 


widely published in feature sections of 
Sunday newspapers yesterday, purport- 
ing to tell how she chose her future 
husband. 

. Miss Yoakum was at first amused 
when she was told of the story, but 
when she learned that it occupied a page 
of space in papers throughout the coun- 
try, and probably would be accepted by 
many readers as at least a general ap- 
proximation to the truth, she became 
indignant. 

Miss Yoakum is engaged to Francis 
Larkin of New York, a Princeton grad- 
uate. Her father owns a ranch in Tex- 
as. These two statements, she said, 
comprise all the truth there is in the 
elaborate narrative. The story is .a 
“plate” page supplied by a New York 
Syndicate to its newspaper clients, one 
of which is the St. Louis Republic. 

Remarkable Accomplishment. 

Under the heading, ‘‘Picking a Hus- 
band to Fit the Ranch,” the writer of 
the story related that Miss Yoakum 
had laid down the requirement that the 
man whom she should marry must have 
both the accomplishments of a cowboy 
and the social graces of a Newport co- 
tillion leader. In her gymnasium, it was 
related, Miss Yoakum had posted a 
printed list of her requirements, stat- 
ing that the man of her choice must 
lasso a coyote, kill a rattler, throw and 
brand a calf, kill and dress a steer, and 
dress for dinner every night. He must 
live with her on her ranch, it was 
added. 

The names of a number of New York 
and Newport society youths were given, 
with the manner in which each had fal- 
len short of the requirements.

The marriage was displeas- 
ing to the Hopkins family and the $500 
per month allowance that ‘‘Jimmie’’ 
Hopkins had been receiving from his 
father was materially reduced, 

Young Hopkins and his wife. lived at 
54109 McPherson avenue untii he con- 
tracted tuberculosis when his _ father 
sent him to Texas, accompanied 
a detective. His wife did not go with 
him. After a five weeks’ stay he re- 
turned to St. Louis and immediately 
went to Colorado Springs, where ‘he 
died in July, 1908. His widow at the 
time said she was not notified of his 
Geath for more than a week.

"WOMAN WHO 


FIND TWO SISTERS 
DROWNED SUNDAY 


~ Fell Out of Small Boat Into Mis-. 


sissippi Near Illinois Shore 
After Dark. 


FIVE MEN IN PARTY SAVED 


Had Gone to East Side Dance 
From Carondelet and Were 
on Way to Home. 


Searchers were dragging the Missis- 
sippi River near the Illinois shore, op- 
posite East Carondelet, Monday, in the 


hope of recovering the bodies of Mrs. 
Mamie Hemm and her sister, Miss 
Viola O’Keefe, who were drowned 
shortly before 9 o'clock Sunday night 
when a flatboat in' which they were 
trying to reach St. Louis was upset by 
@ mass of driftwood. 

The two young women, Mrs. Hemm 
being 19 and her sister two years 
younger, lived at 6700 South Broadway 
with Mrs. Mary O’Keefe, their widowed 
mother. Escorted by Roscoe Durant; of 
7lll Virginia avenue, and Peter Seaton, 
of 6623 Water street, they went to East 
Carondelet eafly in the afternoon to 
attend a dance. The last’ ferryboat, 
which would have landed them at the 
foot of Davis street, left at 6:30 p. m. 
and the party missed it. 

The girls’ escorts assured them that 
they could cross later in a small boat, 
and the four returned to the dance for 
another hour’s enjoyment. About 8:30 
they set out from the Illinois shore in 
a flatboat, accompanied by Joseph Rock, 
Aloysius Neff and Edward Duffy. Just 
as they were leaving the shore Louis 
Deschamps, a fr'ond of Mrs. Hemm and 
Miss O’Keefe, offered to tow the flat- 
boat with his launch. In the launch 
with its owner were Albert Brown and 
Walter Bauer. | 

Aloysius Neff grasped a rope thrown 
from the launch. The motor was start- 
ed and the launch headed for the Mis- 
gouri side, with its awkward craft in 
tow. A swift current runs near the IIli- 
nois shore at that point. Driftwood, 
struck the 
flatboat and upset it. .The two young 
women and the five men were strugg- 
ling in the chilling water, only about 
twenty feet from the river bank, while 
the music from the dance hall sounded 
in their ears. 

One of the men in the launch tried 
to grasp the hand of Mrs. Hemm, but 
lost his balance and fell into the water. 

The men say that in the darkness 
they were unable to rescue the girls. 
Not one of the men was a good swim- 
mer. They managed to cling to pieces 
of. driftwood until a power boat put 
out from the bank and they were pulled 
aboard. Mrs. Hemm and her sister, 
who had floated clear of the driftwood, 
had gone down in the swift waters. The 
men on the Deschamps launch say they 
got fleeting glimpses of the hands of 
the girls, outstretched, imploring aid. 
Mrs. O’Keefe was notified of the fate 
of her daughters by Deschamps, Brown 
and Bauer, who crossed in the launch’ 
while the rest of the party remained to 
make a futile search for the bodies.

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INSURANCE HEAD THINKS 
AGENCIES MUST CLOSE 


President of National Associa- 
tion Says Companies Cannot 
Comply With Orr Bill. 


James H. Southgate of Durham, N. C., 
president of the National Association of 
Local Fire Insurance Agents, and Henry 
N. Putnam of Boston, secretary of the 
organization, were in St. Louis Monday 
to confer with St. Louis agents regard- 
ing the announcement that 109 fire in- 
surance companies would withdraw 
from Missouri because of the Orr bill.

He declared that neither the 
companies nor agent can do business 
in the State under the Orr law without 
violating it, and that the agents are 
in sympathy with the action of the 
companies.

@ was born in Cary, a suburb of 
Raleigh, N. C., in 185. He first attend- 
ea the Bingham School and later he 
was sent to Randolph-Macon. college. 
He is remembered affectionately for his 
companionable qualities and his high 
scholarship. His especial friend and 
guide in those years was the late Prof. 
Thomas R. Price, the scholar, who died 
a few years ago. 

In the year of his graduation Johns 
Hopkins University tn Baltimore was 
organized and Page was one of the first 
20 fellows of that institution. He spent 
two years there. He studied Greek un- 
der the venerable Prof. Gildersleeve, bu: 
his associates soon realized that he was 
studying many other things ~ besides 
Greek—history and politics, in particu- 
lar. He was encouraged to prepare for 
a, professorship, but he was anxious to 
go out in the world and join the 
“doers,”” and soon he was out West as 
@ reporter on a daily newspaper. 

In a short time he became editor of 
the paper. At this time the South was 
still regarded by many in the North as

His Southern letters brought to him an 
offer of a place on the New York World. 
For a time he wrote editorials and book 
reviews, but the old desire to travel 
and report things at first hand reassert- 
ed itself. As a result he was sent to 
‘Utah to live among the Mormons and 
contribute letters about their life and 
customs to the World. 

Starts a Paper of His Own. 

On the occasion of a visit to his old 
home he was encouraged to start a little 
progressive paper in Raleigh. The paper 
he produced was an energetic one and 
the people of the community still re- 
member it vividly. It stood for pre- 
cisely those things which have consti- 
tuted the program of the South during 
all the intervening years—better farm- 
ing, the rotation of crops, manufactures, 
good roads and good schools. He laid 
out the program at a time when much 
of it provoked lively opposition. He 
made himself a force and the progressive 
men of his native commonwealth have 
looked upon him as a leader ever since. 

Then followed various literary connec- 
tions with the best newspapers of the 
country. In 1890 he became editor of the 
Forum. Here his combined literary and 
business talents, a rare union present 
in a large degree in Page, did much 
to make the magazine a national force. 
Later he became editor of the Atlantic 
Monthly, in Boston, and he. directed the 
efforts of this publication to fields of 
more vital importance than pure litera- 
ture alone can serve. While in Boston 
he served as literary adviser of Hough- 
ton Mifflin Co., and here he began to 
make the acquaintance of the most 
prominent literary men and women of 
the country. He became an intimate 
friend of James Ford Rhodes, John 
Fiske and William Roscoe Thayer! the 
historians. He was a friend of Sarah 
Orne Jewett, William James, Charles 
W. Eliot and Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, 
whose reminiscences were brought out 
‘n the Atlantic Monthly. He brought 
John Muir into the Atlantic's family 
and he accepted the first novel of Mary 
Johnston. 


Founds Publishing House. 


After five years of residence in Bos- 
.ton he decided that if he was so val- 
‘uable to others he was worth more to 
himself as a publisher, and he joined 
: i. N. Doubleday tn founding the house 
of Doubleday, Page & Co. In his work 
iin the development of this publishing 
house Page has spent the best years of 
his life. When the World’s Work was 
|started he was made its editor, and his 
comments on. current subjects of im- 
'portance have given the magazine a 
|high individual character. 

In all his work Page has shown not 
mly that he is a literary man, but 
nlso that he has talent for organization 
and a thorough understanding of the 
ceeds of the various sections of the 
country. He himself minimizes the im- 
_portance of his services to the country, 
and insists that more credit is due to 
the men who were actually concerned 
in the forwarding of the various move- 
‘ments which he encouraged in all his 
, writings. But it cannot be denied that 
, Page, through his writings and lectures 
|on reconstruction and education in the 
‘South, has done much to bring nee 
the present situation. 

He is a member of the General 4. 
ucation Board, and has been from its 
beginning. He has taken keen interest 
in its campaigns to aid the Southern 
farmer, to establish country schools 
and to organize country life. He is 
also a member of the Southern Educa- 
tion Board and of other boards inter- 
ested in the building of rural ‘schools 
for negro children. As a member of 
the Sanitary Commission for Eradicat- 
ing the Hookworm and in his extensive 
writings on this Southern danger he has 
done much valuable. work. It is said 
that he is largely responsible for call- 
ing the attention of John D. Rockefel- 
ler Jr. to the hookworm peril and ob- 
taining his aid in fighting it.

to a political office was when he s¢ 
cn Roosevelt’s unpaid Country Life 
Commission. He has known President 
Wilson for many, years and was one of 
the first to see in. him the qualities of 
® great national leader. 

Page is a quiet, unassuming man, 
leads a modest life, and shuns pub- 
licity. It is only his keen interest in 
the welfare of the people that has led 
him into activities which have made 
him a public figure. In late years he 
has enjoyed a good but not 4 large 
income. He is fonder of the poets than 
of business, yet he has undisputed busi- 
ness ability. 

In spite of statements that have ap- 
peared in regard to his plans 45 Ambas- 
sador, Page denies that he has made 
any whatever. When seen in his office 
in Garden City, where the Doubleday, 
Page & Co. plant is located, and where 
he lItves, he declared’ that such state- 
ments were not founded on fact. 

“Now that I have been thrown on the 
ecreen for a moment,” he said, “‘specu- 
lation has been rife as to the facts of 
my life and my future movements. The 
fact is, however, that I really have no 
plans. Besides, it would be very unwise 
for me to make my statements at pres- 
ent. 

“Furthermore, it is one of the invari- 
able traditions of the office of the Am- 
bassador not to talk. His special field 
is prompt action when necessary. So 
it would be tactless of me to discuss 
any aspect of the ap-.intment just 
now.”’ 

More than this Page would 
say. It is easy to see, however, from his 
character and his family’s mode of life 
that the London Embassy will not be 
conducted on the same lavish scale as 
it was in the time of the late Ambassa- 
dor Reid. Mrs. Page is known to be a 
woman of modest tastes and to possess 
the preferences of the typical educated 
American womah. She is not fond of 


not 


much devoted to the conduct of her 
household. 
Some Views He Expressed. 

A few quotations from the writings 
and speeches of Page will throw some 
light on his aims and ideals. The first 
quotation is esnecially interesting in the 
light of his recent appointment: 

“The only advantage that Americans 
have over their kinsmen of the Old 
World fs the advantage of free demo- 
cratic training. We are no more capable 
by nature than the English, and we are 
not as well-trained as the Germans, but 
we have greater social mobility, which 
is the very essence cf democratic train- 
ing. We have built a type of society 
that permits imore men to find their 
natural place in it. And thus it is tnat 
the greatest contribution to social sci- 
ence, to the science of training men and 
of building states, is the demonstration 


society in the sense of display and is’ 


“The whole American people is 2 good 
master to serve. But any sect or section 
or party of them would be a tyrannical 
master.” 

“Great changes come as silently as 
the seasons. I am no more sure of this 
springtime than I am of the rejuvena- 
tion of our society and the lifting up of 
cur life.” 


“The most sacred thing in the com- 
monwealth and to the commonwealth 
is the child, whether it be your child or 
the child of the dull-faced mother of the 
hovel. The child of the dull-faced mother 
may for all you know be the most capa- 
ble child in the state. At 4ts worst it is 
capable of good citizenship and a use- 
ful life if its intelligence be quickenea 
ond trained. Several of the strongest 
personatities that were born in North 
Carqlina were men whose very fathers 
were unknown.

The child, whether it 
have poor parents or rich’ parents, is 
the most valuable undeveloped resource 
in the state.”’

Minneapolis Mayor Orders Caba- 
ret Shaws Stopped, Lid Being 
Put On in Chicago. 


MAYOR AFTER “GRIZZLY” 


Fitzgerald of Boston Watches 
City Dance Halls, Improper 
Steps Suppressed. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Rureau of the Post-Dt«patch. 
NEW YORK, April 14.—This isn’t the 


only place where the turkey trot, tango, 
bunny hug and other such dances have 
divided the people into two camps— 
those who dance ’em and those who 
don’t. The whole country has the danc- 
ing fever; or, having had It, is just re- 
covering from it. In most of the bix 
cities, and small towns, too, there is a 
general tendency to censor public dances 
either through the police, preachers or 
social reformers. Here is just what !s 
being done in various cities: 

MINNEAPOLIS.—Mayor Nye has or- 
dered that all cabaret shows must go 
on May 1. He was prompted to take this 
stand-by a report of a dance, which he 
characterized as disgusting, at a cafe. 
This cafe was ordered closed immedi- 
ately and it is expected that its license 
will be revoked. 

The turkey trotting craze and tea 
dancing has not hit Minneapolis very 
hard, although professional entertain- 
ers have been dancing in some of the 
cafes. 

Three other cafes have been ordered 
closed by the Mayor because they did 
not obey his rules regarding the serving 
of drinks after hours and violated other 
agreements. 

Trukey Trot Ia Subsiding. 

CHICAGO.—The turkey trot and the 
tango, which have been rioting in res- 
taurants and dance halls for monthe, 
are subsiding. Owing to the activity of 
the Senate Welfare Commission, which 
has exposed the dances, restaurant keep- 
ers -and a score of public dance hall 
keepers have promised to cut them out. 

Mayor Harrison has instructed the 
Chief of Police to have the dances 
stopped in public. The cabaret shows 
in the leading restaurants have been 
censored until they are very subdued 
performances. All indecent dances, cos- 
tumes and songs are no longer permit- 
ted. The restaurant attendance has been 
cut down, owing to the notoriety caused 
by recent raids on the cabarets, and the 
guests who do attend are in no mood 
to dance. 

Two cafes, Jones’ and Maxim’s, are 
closed. They lost their licenses. 

SAN FRANCISCO—San Francisco is 
credited with having originated the tur- 
key trot, Texas tommy and cther freak 
dances. There is little of these dances 
here now, the principal dance being 
“ragging.”’ 

The city is to be closed down in about 
9 days, when dancing in cafes probably 
will be stopped. Under a new law all 
places of ill repute and French restau- 
rants with hotel accommodations must 
close. It is thought that the Barbary 
Coast probably will go out of existence. 
It is also likely that the Welfare Com- 
mittee will stop “ragging”’ in public 
places. 

Sweeps Boston Society. 

BOSTON—The dancing craze; with the 
turkey trot, grizzly bear, bunny hug, 
chicken flip, horse trot and _ similar 
dances, has swept all classes of Boston 
society, except the more conservative 
element, the past winter. 

The authorities object strenuously to 
all dances of a suggestive nature. Mayor 


municipal dance halls. 

Many Boston society matrons tried to 
suppress the turkey trot at fashionable 
dances, but were unsuccessful. At the 
ultra-fashionable masquerade at the 
Copley Plaza, when many prominent 
New Yorkers attended, the extremes to 
which many of the dancers went in their 
performance was the subject of much 
unfavorable comment. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass.—The turkey 
trot and other suggestive dances have 
been so openly flaunted in the Con- 
necticut Valley that police, church and 
school authorities have been impelled to 
act. High-school pupils have been con- 
spicuous offenders. One principal has 
issued an edict against ‘‘ragging.”’ 

In West Springfield Chief of Police 
Bromage has established a strict cen- 
sorship over dances in the town hall as 
a result of unseemly conduct by young 
men and women. 

The Rev. John J. McCabe of St. Pat- 
rick’s Church, Thompsonville, Conn., 
has announced that if ribald features 
of Saturday night dances continue he 
personally will take steps to eliminate 
them. : 

WASHINGTON.—To prevent anyone 
from attempting the turkey trot or the 
bunny hug while at a school dancs, 
Principal Frank C. Daniel of the Mc- 
Kinley Manual Training School has is- 
sued the following order: 

‘“"‘The conventional position, requiring 
three inches between partners and the 
gentleman's left arm extended, will be 
observed. Trotting of all kinds is pro- 
hibited. Offenders will be warned once. 
At the second offense the couple must 
leave the floor. 

BALTIMORD®E.—The turkey trot and 
tango, under police ban, are being 
danced in private.

Two per- 
sons who essayed to demonstrate the 
tango at a tea party given for the ben- 
efit of a church were ejected. 

Miss Gertrude Gordon, a writer on so- 
ciological “subjects, accompanied by « 
plain clothes policeman, recently visit- 
ed public dance halls. She found no ob- 
jectionable dances, she reported.

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GENERAL STRIKE 
FOR BALLOT STOPS |: 
BELGIUM INDUSTRY 


Workmen Having Only One 
Vote in Elections Object to 
Others Having More. 


$3,000,006 FOR CAUSE 


Strikers Send Women and Chil- 
dren Out of Country So That 
They Will Not Suffer. 


By Associated Press. 
BRUSSELS, April 14.—The vast poll- 


tical strike, planned by the Belgian So- 
cilalist trade unions, began at dawn to- 
day. The first workmen to take part in 
the movement were the night shifts of 
the mines and mills throughout the 
country. They left the various plants 
in charge of a few caretakers named 
by the Socialist leaders to keep the 
property from deteriorating. 

At least 250,000 men laid down their 
tools during the morning. There were 
numerous excéptions to the general 
walkout in many districts. The strike 
is complete in such places as the mining 
districts, but is scarcely discernible in 
some localities. 

In Brussels probably one-fourth of the 
worknien engaged in the suburban fac- 
tori¢és did not report for work. The So- 
cialist committee here estimated that 
20.000 men had struck in the capital. 

Plural Voting Opposed. 

“Unlike most strikes, this mov ement is 
not for an increase in wages or a bet- 
terment of working conditions: it is in 
protest against the refusal of the Gov- 
ernment to grant the workers manhood 
suffrage. 

Under present laws, 
entitled to one vote, 


workmen are 
while university 


. graduates and property holders have 


two, and in many instances three 
votes. The strikers demand the aboli- 
tion of plural voting. 

If the commands of the organizers of 
the agitation are heeded the men will 
refrain from acts of violence. The work- 
ers have promised that men will be fur- 
nished to pump the mines, keep the blast 
furnaces going and otherwise protect 
property so that when the strike is 
ended an immediate resumption of work 
can be begun. The Government, how- 
ever, is taking mo chances and as a 
precaution against possible disorders has 
stationed troops at strategic points in 
case of need. 

. Money fer Movement. 

Thousands of women and children 
have beén sent out of the country by the 
workmen so they may not suffer. 

The strike leaders say they have $3,- 
000,000 with which to carry on the move- 
ment. 

Reports from the following cities show 
the strike is general: 

Few Men at Machines. 

Liege.—Work ceased in the greater 
number of the industrial concerns hero 
It is 
estimated that only 1400 workmen re- 
mained at their machines. In the Na- 
tional Arms Factory at Herstal the 
strike was complete. All the coal min- 
ers in this district have stopped work. 

Of the 35,000 coal miners in this dis- 
trict all have quit their work except 


® 23 who are keeping the machinery run- 


ning. All the machine shops; potteries 
and other factories are idle. 

Quievrain—Everything is closed here. 
Half the workmen have gone over the 
frontier into France to find. temporary 
occupation. 

Potteries Are Silent. 

‘Ghent: —The potteries in this neighbor- 
hood are all silent, but in the linen and 
cotton mills more than half the hands 
remained at work. The metal workera 
all went out, but a few cement mixers 
are still at work. 

Chaflevoi.—The cessation of* work 
at the coal mines in this district Is 
complete. Sufficient men remained at 
their posts to keep the machinery ' 
good order and the pumps working. 

La Louviere.—The miners’ strike here 
is general, All the factories closed 
their door# except a pottery, which was 
running full force. The street cars were 
operated as usual during the morning, 
as the strike of the motormen and con- 
ductors was timed to begin at 7 o’clock 
this evening. Some attempts were made 


“to cut télegraph wires in the vicinity. 


ANTWERP—Although the strike did 


‘not at first appear to affect this port 


in any way, there was a partial sus- 
pension of work by the dock laborers 
later in the day. The movement also 
extended to other branches. Everything

Decide He Built Century-Old Landmark 


And It Is Declared He Wouldn’t 
Object to Destruction of Miss 
Maury’s Home. 


STREET WIDENING SUE 


Lemon Pie Provided for Press at 
Unique Gathering and Police- 
man Guards It. 


Was Milligan a man who would Want 
the memory of him to stick out of a 
“goose neck” in a boulevard? 

It was to solve this question that a 
mass meeting was held Saturday after- 
noon of the jolly grand dames and wives 
of Carondelet. It was a unique meet- 
ing in which none was permitted a 
voice except those. women whose per- 
sonalities formed part of the history of 
Carondelet, who owned something his- 
torical there or who were related to 
some one who was or is historical in 
the old French town that now is part 
of St. Louis. 

Thée’meeting was held in the home of 
Mrs. Mary Niederhoff, 107 Elwood street. 
And thither went the grand dames, their 
married daughters and the grandchil- 
dren. There was a table and a lemon 
pie for the press. A big, benevolent 
policeman stood guard over the press 
and the lemon pie. : 

In perfect order about the press, the 
lemon pie and the policeman were ar- 
ranged the following speakers: Mrs. 
G. Mincke, of 126 Elwood street, Mrs, 
J. W. Sallee 6f 5810 Pennsylvania av- 
enue, Mrs. Kate Herndon of 116 Bl- 
wood street, Miss Kate Eichelberger of 
6412 South Broadway, Mrs. Ophelia Blu- 
menthal of 107 Elwood street and Mrs. 
Mary Niederhoff. 

All About a Landmark, 

It will not be possible at this time to 
induct the reader fully into the secret 
of the mystery of Milligan but it is all 
woven around the efforts being made 
by Cornelia F. Maury, an artist, to pre- 
vent a street from being run through 
her home at 5815 Pennsylvania avenue, 
a house that is a century-old landmark 
in Carondelet. 

An ordinance was signed by Mayor 
Kreismann which provides for the 
widening of Pennsylvania avenue be- 
tween Dover and Kansas streets. The 
ordinance would make of this part of 
Pennsylvania avenue a boulevard that 
would connect with King’s highway 
boulevard, but it would mean the des- 
truction of the artist’s home. Miss 
Maury has proposed a& compromise 
whereby the boulevard be built but the 
Street left at its present width in front 
of hér house. 

“Then,” said some of the neighbors, 
“we'll have half a boulevard there 
and thé other half will be a goose 
neck for Milligan.” 

And it was to see whether § the 
goose neck could not be straightened 
out that the mass meeting was call- 
ed. When the women had assembled 
Mrs. G. Mincke was chosen “Madam 
Chairman.” 

“I guess I'll be the first speaker,” 
said Mrs. Niederhoff “and I think the 
honors due me. I’m about as his- 
torical as anything else in this neigh- 
borhood. I've lived here 72 years 
and I have some rights, too. 

“Now, what I want to know is this 
—if we spare Cornelia Maury’s elm 
tree (Miss Maury says that the elm 
tree which stands alongside the house 
is $5 years old), what is going to be 
done about the big. hole down by the 
Iron Mountain railroad tracks? 

Fears Destruction of Hole. 

“Nobody Knows how deep that hole 
is and it’s been there ever since Caron- 
delet was, and, may be, before. For 
72 years my heart has thrilled every time 
I've taken a walk down that way, and 
thought over how I would completely 
disappear from the world if I inadvert- 
ently stepped into that hole? After 
living with it all these years I am not 
going to stand idly by and see anything 
done to that hole now. And since this 
talk has come up of putting a boule- 
vard through Cornelia Maury’s historic 
house, I've had a gnawing suspicion 
that may be, some day, the city or the 
railroad or someone will be _ seized 
with a demoniacal ambition to run an 
alley through that hole.”’ 

“Anyhow I don’t think novelist Dick- 
ens ever slept in that house,’”’ answered 
Mrs. Ophelia Blumenthal. 

“Why, I know he didn’t,” responded 
Mrs. Mincke, “it was at Hoffmann’s 
that Charles Dickens. stopped. Down 
Broadway. I've been living right 
at the old Rock House at Elwood and 
here for 64 years and I guess I’vé 
caught on pretty straight to any tra- 
ditions that have been floating 
around.” 

Now all this was scarcely a solu- 
tion of Mrs. Niederhoff's dilemma 
over the ancient hole, but it was a 
Strict reversion to one of the main 
lines leading to the main subject un- 
der discussion. Charles Dickens inh 
his American Works tells about hav- 
ing stopped for a time in a tavern 
house in Carondelet at Broadway 
and Elwood. Now Miss Maury’s home 
is at the corner of Elwood street and 
only a “young bird’s flutter from a 
wood" from Broadway. 

Maury House There in 1842. 

Now Cornelfs Maury’s house was 
there when Dickens was. . Nobody 
disputes that. Only the house at 
that time did not belong to the 
Maury family. But there is no other 
house standing in the neighborhood 
that was built in 1842 when Dickens 
was in America. 

“There is what is left of the house 
in which Dickens stopped,” said Mrs. 
Mincke, pointing out of the window 
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stones on a vacant lot at Broadway 
and Elwood. “Those stones are all 
that is now left of Hoffmann’s Rock 
House where Charles Dickens stop- 
ped. I know—Sallie Eichelberger 
told me so. And it was some time in 
the 4s that old Dr. Ejichelberger 
ought the house Cornelia Maury now 
live’ in.’ 

“It’s not Dickens we have to con- 
sider,” said Mrs. Sallee, “Milligan’s 
the man.” 

In the statements made by Miss 
Maury giving information on historical 
facts concerning the house, Milligan in 
no wise appeared. 

“Sure, it’s Milligan,’’ said Mrs. Hern- 
don. “Milligan’s the man that built the 
house.”’ 

‘Milligan!’ ejaculated Miss Maury 
when a Post-Dispatch reporter later 
asked her about him. “I never heard of 
the gentleman. Maybe he was a mem- 
ber of one of the old French families | 
of Carondelet.”’ 

The artist was perfectly willing to 
grant Milligan a conspicuous place in 
the history of the house if he deserved, 
but she plainly doubted that Milligan 
was an old French name. 

Who was Milligan? 

None of the Carondelet wives at the 
meeting knew, so a messenger was dis- 
patched to Sallie Eichelberger’s home. 
If Sallie Eichelberger didn’t know, you 
need not expect to find any information 
on the point in the libraries. 

But Sallie did know, and the an- 
swer came back swift and clear: 

“Milligan was a bachelor.” 

History of the House. 

A second message from Sallie Eich- 
elberger brought the additional infor- 
mation that Milligan was the man 
who perhaps had built the house. 
Anyhow, he was the man who had 
lived in it before anyone knew that 
anyone else had. Milligan sold it to 
John Cromal, who sold it to Judge 
Wilson Primm, who sold it to Bap- 
tiste Beauvair, who sold it to Dr, 
Eichelberger, Sallie Eichelberger’s 
father, in 1846, and who in turn sold 
it to Miss Mary’s grandmother, Mrs. 


C. B. Field, in 1874. 
Further than that ‘nobody knew any- 


thing about Milligan. May be, Milli- 
gan was a Frenchman, but most of the 
women at the meeting did not think 
so. Anyhow, they decided that Milligan 
had the greatest historica: claims on 
the house. If Milligan would have had 
the boulevard come through, then Miss 
Maury ought to let the boulevard come 
through. And the women reasoned that, 
inasmuch as Milligan had sold the house, 
he did not regard it as an object that 
was to be preserved as long as possible. 

“But Miss Maury says,” said Mrs. 
Sallee, ‘‘that in Boston when they have 
a house like that, they put a turn in 
the street and let the street run around 
| Fg 

“Well, we don’t want anything like 
that in Carondelet,’’ said another 
woman. “Why, they tell me that there 
are sO many turns in the Boston streets 
that you can’t walk 100 feet without 
bumping square into yourself coming 
back”’ 
Suffrage Gets Into Meeting. 

Up to this time the policeman who 
was the husband of one of the Caron- 
delet wives had kept his own peace 
and no opportunity had been offered 
him to try and keep anyone else’s. 
But now an argument was advanced 
that threatened a commotion. 

“They tell me” said one woman, 
“that the Maurys are suffragettes. 
They had yellow banners up on the 
house the day the suffragettes had 
the Franklin avenue parade in St. 
Louls, and they say Mrs. Tuckerman,,. 
Miss Maury’s sister, rode a bicycle 
in the parade.” 

Until this statement to the meet- 
ing none of those in attendance knew 
there were suffragettes among theni 
in the younger group of wives. 

Mrs. Blumenthal, who owns three- 
ayaarters of the block where the meeting 
was taking place and whose property 
will be greatly benefited by the proposed 
boulevard, was disposed to take sides 
with Miss Maury on the suffrage ques- 
tion. 

“Who is the member of the House of 
Delegates In thie ward?’ one of the 
women inquired. When his identify was 
learned it was decided that he should be 
called into conference later. 

Then another woman gave the infor- 
mation that Kinsey, who seems to have 
peen elected President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, was an  ac- 
quaintance of the Maurys.

MISSING MEMPHIS 
MAN ALIVE, LONDON 
FRIENDS BELIEVE 


Theory Is Held in Spite of the 
Finding of Joseph W. Martin’s 
Hat and Purse. 


LONDON, April 14.—Mystery still sur- 
rounds the disappearance of Joseph W. 
Martin of Memphis, Tenn., who has been 
missing since April 3. Although the dis- 
covery of his torn pocketbook first 
suggested to the police that the Ameri- 
can had been murdered and his body 
thrown into the Thames, they are now 
inclined to the theory that he is stil) 
alive, but for some reason is keeping 
his whereabouts secret. 

The opera hat which the workman 


who picked up the pocketbook saw in 
the road has been turned over to the 
police by a boy. The hat was used by 
the boy and his companions as a foot- 
ball and afterward put in a horse's 
nose bag where it remained until this 
morning. 

Sir Melville MacNaughton, the head of 
the criminal investigation department 
at Metropolitan Police Headquarters, 
Scotland Yard, is now personally direct- 
ing the investigation into Martin’s dis- 
appearance. He and Supt. J. MacCarthy 
of the same branch held a consultation 
at Scotland Yard, with J. Lockhart An- 
Gerson and Capt. Prior, Martin's closest 
friends in London, a police stenographer 
and a photographer also being present. 

“T do not think ‘he is dead,"’ Capt. 
Prior said. “I have an idea that he is 
alive and in a bad state. Of course you 
must remember that the pocketbook and 
hat which were found may be a blind. 
It is quite possible from the position 
in which they were found that they 
had been thrown from some railway 
train passing over the bridge which 
crosses the street there.”’ 


Many Trains Cross Bridge. 
The Hungerford bridge there carries 


the Southeastern & Chatham Railway 
from Charing Cross station to the south 
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be of the Thames. If Capt. Prior's 
theory is correct, it means that Martin 
must have taken a train out of London 
for Charing Cross some time between 
11:20 p. m. Thursday and 5:30 p. m. Fri- 
day. Although no continental train 
leaves between these hours, there are 
several trains going to one or another 
of the continental ports of the South- 
eastern Railway. It would, therefore, 
have been possible for a gang to take 
Martin away to the Continent in a haif 
sensible condition. 

The police are now investigating the 
numerous clews of which they are in 
possession, including circular notes be- 
longing to Martin which had been 
enshed since his disappearance. Special 
attention. is being paid to certain con- 
tinental inquiries which promise a‘ pos- 
‘sible solution. If these fail, the prob- 
ability that Martin has been killed 
would become very strong. 

A careful watch is being kept along 
the banks of the Thames, especially at 
Southwark and Rotherhithe, where it is 
thought that if Martin’s body is in the 
river it is most likely to be found.

“WOMEN ADRIFT.” 

When the work of the “Welfate Committee” of 
the Illinois Senate began in Chicago, it was sup 
posed to be in the interest of underpaid sales- 
women employed in department stores and of 
girls earning a living at low wages in retail 
business. Soon the words “women adrift” began 
'to appear in reports of the investigation, and as 
the work of the committee now continues, the 
idea the public gets from it is that of “slum- 
ming.” 

For this the committee itself seems by no 
means wholly responsible, but whether it is or 
not, investigations of salaries and wages carried 
on under thig precedent threaten the good name 
and standing of business women of the highest 
respectability. 

In part, this is due to the careless use of the 
doubtful phrase “adrift,” first applied to business 
women in reports of the Bureau of Labor of the 
United States Department of Commerce and 
Labor. 

Thus in reporting on salaries paid saleswomen 
in St. Louis department stores, 21 per cent of 
5000 employed are classed as “adrift.” Those 
who read the report itself wil] have it explained 
to them that the women thus reported “adrift” 
are of the average age of 28 years; that they are 
steadily employed and that as a class, they draw 
the highest salaries paid to department store 
saleswomen. They are spoken of as “adrift” in 
this city only because they are entirely self- 
supporting. They may have left homes in other 
places to support themselves in St. Louis. They 
may have had St. Louis parents now dead. When, 
because they are not now living with parents 
or other relatives, they are reported as “adrift” 
in St. Louis, this means in official reports and 
tables of statistics, only that they are wholly 
self-supporting. 

Whether or not this word “adrift” was or- 
iginally used with an ulterior purpose, it is 
certain that since it has come into general use, 
the admirable lives and useful work of honor 
able and high-minded business women are being 
connected in the mind of the public with the life 
and the habits of the slums. 

That St. Louis business women thus classed 
as “adrift,” are high-minded appears statistical- 
ly in the column which shows that out of every 
$1000 of their salaries, they deyote an average of 
$164 to helping “needy relatives.” 

Possibly the long-standing objection to the 
competition of women as it ig supposed to lower 
the wages of men, had nothing to do with the 
dexterous twist of terms, which when once in- 
troduced in tabulating statistics, may carry an 
attainder of morals. We may hope that no such 
saseness is involved through deliberate purpose, 
and that when business women of the highest 
character are investigated as “adrift,” the in- 
ference the word carried, if inevitable, is not a 
result of a set purpose to discredit them. 

If that cannot now be definitely decided, a 
fact of St. Louis life which stands decided, is 
that as an increasing number of women have 
been compelled ,to become self-supporting in the 
business life of the city, they have deserved in- 
creasing public respect. 

It is one of the most important facts of life 
that there is no surer way to increase the 
respectability of men or women chan to treat 
them with increasing respect. We believe that

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TWO SEPARATE PROBLEMS. 

In his inaugural speech Mayor Kiel took a 
more sensible view of the Southern Traction 
problem than in his previous utterances. Sug- 
gesting that the franchise right be amended to 
the satisfaction of the people, he said: 

“Beliéving as I do that the granting of the 

Southern Traction franchises have contributed 

largely toward the defeat of the several bond 
‘issues heretofore submitted, it appears to me 

to be our plain duty to speedily repeal these 
franchises or add such amendments thereto 
as will meet with public favor and approval. 


Instead of connecting the Southern Traction 
franchise with the completion of the bridge the 
Mayor should have disconnected the two. Since 
the repeal of the bridge franchise of the South- 
ern Traction Co. the Southern Traction fran- 
chise and the municipal bridge have no more 
relation than the terminal of any railroad using 
the bridge could have with the bridge itself. The 
Southern Traction Co. has no bridge franchise. 
It must use the bridge under a permit issued 
by the city. It will have no more rights on the 
bridge than any other road which may be grant- 
ed a permit. 

The bridge should be completed without 
regard to the questior of what shall be done 
-oncerning the loop franchise of the Southern 
Vraction Co. It sh6Suld be completed for its 
omginal purpose—to supply a free and independ- 
emt bridge for railroads, vehicles and trolleys. 
The first object for which it was designed was 
te free St. Louis from the domination of the 
»ridge and Terminal. The question of repealing 
or amending a franchise for a termina] loop 
connecting with the bridge should not block the 
puilding of the bridge and thus defeat all of its 
chjects and deprive St. Louis of its value. 

The fight against the completion of the bridge 
on account of the Southern Traction franchise 
was begun chiefly because the franchise originally 
extended to the bridge itself. The Post-Dispatch 
‘ong ago pointed out the folly of fighting bridge 
od issues because of a loop franchise which 
would not interfere with the use of the. bridge.

Some few years ago whcn the vicious pastime 
of horse racing flourished in there parts, a Ken- 
tucky horseman and kinsman of Col. Culpeper’s 
started around the circuit with a three-year-old 
sorrel. pelter named Canis Major, by Dog Star 
out of Canicula, which could not run well on a 
muddy track; and the season happened to be a 
singularly wet one. When Col. Culpeper’s lns- 
man started out he had in addition to his racing 
steed and his bank roll, a full set of artificial 
limbs, a full set of false teeth, a beautiful silky 
wig and a large soulful brown glass eye. He had 
been a Rebel participant in the late pleasantries, 
in which the Yankees: had trimmed him up all 
‘round, leaving him to replace his natural mem- 
bers with imitations. 
As‘*the sympathetic reader may have fore- 
seen, Canis Major proved a disappointment on 
heavy tracks, recording one sorry failure after 
another while the dismal rains continued. Soon 
its owner lost his bankroll, but not his confi- 
dence in the horse. Destitute of money and re- 
duced to extremities as it were, he began to bet 
his artificial limbs, pledging them as security 
with his proverbial Uncle Boniface of the three 
balls, and praying for dry weather.

A policeman named Vincente Can- 
Joda was standing beside Alegro and 
he at once seized the assassin, but not 
before Alegro had fired again. In the 
etruggle between Alegro and the police- 
man one or two more shots were fired, 
but they were as harmless as their pre- 
decessors. 

Meanwhile the carriage containing the 
Queen and her mother, which was fol- 
lowing the King’s cavalcade, had ar- 
rived opposite the Bank of Spain, and 
the royal women, hearing the pisto: 
shots, became hysterical. An aid ds 
camp of the King dashed up and speed- 
ily reassured them. A few minutes aft. 
erward the procession was again im 
motion. 

After the third or fourth shot the 
crowd awoke from the stupor into whica 
it had been thrown by the first report 
and was soon in'‘a state of utter con- 
fusion, but perfect order prevailei 
among the royal troopy, who immedi- 
ately surrounded the King. On recover- 
ing from the momentary panic the 
throngs on both sides of the wide thor- 
ougnfare broke into ringing cheers for 
Alfonso, the demonstration . continuing 
for several minutes. 

The King rode coolly on to the palace, 
acclaimed all along the crowded way. 

Hing Describes Attempt. 

King Alfonso thus describes the at- 
tempt against his life: 

“I had reached the corner of Calle de 
Alcala, opposite the house of the Mar- 
quis de Cuba, when I saw a Man come 
out of the crowd with his hand inside 
his coat. He attempted to seize the 
bridle of my horse and while I failed 
to follow exactly what happened, he 
fired two revolver shots in my direc- 
tion. 

“At the second shot my horse reared 
and, backing hastily, upset my assajil- 
ant. Immediately two ef my private 
policemen jumped on the man, who 
managed to fire a third shot, wound- 
ing a policeman. I then dismounted 
and found that my horse was only 
slightly hurt. A bullet had grazed him 
over the saddlegirth. I remounted and 
returned to the Palace.” 

Barely Saved From Mob. 

Alegro is, he says, a native of Bar- 
celona, 26, and a carpenter; by trade 
He arrived in Madrid six weeks ago. 
He was in a terrible state of fright 
when lodged in the police station, ow 
ing to several attempts which the crowd 
1ad made to lynch him. He got some 
rough handling at the hands of a high- 
ly excited and inflammable mob. 

Alegro was conducted by the polices 
first to a house close to the scene 
of his attempt on the King, where hs 
was handcuffed. There it was the 
crowd made the first attempt to lynch 
him. 

Alegro, when seen in his cell, ex- 
pressed satisfaction that the King was 
unhurt.

“Because,”’—at the last moment hesi- 
tating—‘‘well,’’—and again hesitating—'‘:
